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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 5-7 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. The applicant argues that the 
independent claim 1 as amended delineates the precise manner on which the curved 
holders of the present invention continuously contact the outer peripheral edge of each 
roller and opposite outer adjacent sidewalls of the peripheral edges. The Examiner can 
find no discussion of this precise relationship between the track and the rollers in the 
written disclosure. Figure 13 is the best representation of this relationship and shows us 
no more than Richard and little more than Zeigler. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. There is no description 
of the precise relationship between the tracks and rollers of the amended claim 1 . 

Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1 and 5-7, as presented, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Gemma and further in view of Richard and the ordinary skill of one 

versed in the art. Gemma shows a cabinet assembly with overhead tracks, roller 

supported drawers and a stop 31 , 32 and 34. In Gemma part of the stop 31 , 32 is 

attached to the cabinet and part 34 is a flange of the roller truck Since it is well settled 

in case law that a reversal of parts is an obvious matter of design choice the attaching 

of a stop part to the truck is within the ability of one having an ordinary skill in the art. 

Gemma fails to show trucks with four rounded wheels or rollers guided by a track with 

curved parts or holders. Richard is cited showing that it is well known to provide an 

overhead track and trolley with curved track parts guiding a truck with four rounded 

wheels for the purpose of providing stable support for a movable item. It would have 

been obvious for one having an ordinary skill in the art to have modified Gemma with 
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the curved tracks and trucks having four rounded wheels for the purpose of providing 
stable support for a movable item in view of Richard. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
